and tourists.

DEAR M.J. — Without knowing definitely what type 
of ink this is, it woald be very foolish to start experimen­ 
ting with a large church carpet. Permanent inks are 
usually permanent after they dry and set and should 
always be blotted up with water IM M E D IA T E L Y 
When 
quick enough about doing this, 
they can 
sometimes be washed out. I feel you need the advice of a 
professional rug cleaner who will come and look at your 
carpet. 
You said “children got in and spilled copying ink" and 
that made me wonder if that would be considered van­ 
dalism. Perhaps it would be well to discuss this with the 
agent who carries the insurance for your church. It 
MAY take care of such a problem. 
I know of nothing specificially for removing silly putty 
but you might try hardening the putty with ice and try to 
“ ball’ it like gum. Then roll gently to pull away from 
the carpet. Or you might try (test first) a dry cleaning 
fluid, then a detergent, water and vinegar solution and 
then more dry cleaning fluid, as the American Institute 
of Rug Cleaning suggests for chewing gum 
Dry and 
then brush gently. — POLLY.
